Under this scheme water supply and low 
cost sanitation (Lavatories) are under taken 
only in SC areas in all the towns and cities 
and corporations. Government provides grants 
for this work. This scheme is intended only 
to benefit SC people. 


Cc) URBAN WATER SUPPLY SCHEME: 


| Urban areas/towns and cities with 
population above 26,888 come under this 
category. These schemes are financed partly 
by LIC/HUDCO as loan to local authorities and 
Partly by the Government as loan to the Local

The scheme is executed by the Board as 
per the direction of the Government after 
obtaining loans from the Government and LIC.
